GW EXPANDS HONORS PROGRAM 
TO NATIONAL LEVEL 


An unusual adventure in higher education for high school juniors will be 
offered on a national basis this summer by George Washington University. 

GW's High School Honors Program, available only to 39 Washington-area 
students last summer, has been expanded to include 120 this summer. The program 
offers a combination of opportunities not usually available in university programs 
for high school students--university credit, dormitory life, participation in 
regular college classes with college students, scholarships, and a diversified 
recreational and cultural program in the capital city. 

Students from the Washington area who are accepted for the program may 
either live in a GW residence hall or commute. Commuting students may enroll 
in one or two courses and will be charged $130 for each 3-hour course ($50 less 
than the normal rate). 

Resident students will take a normal summer load of two courses. Their 
cost, with scholarships, is $400, including room, board, tuition, the recreational- 
cultural program, and health services. 

Courses may be chosen from the wide variety offered in the University's 
Summer Session. 

According to the program's director. Miss Jean Gladding, one of the major 
purposes of the experience is to "insure a complete and realistic introduction 
to college studies." Thus, only a very limited number of Honors Students will 
be admitted to any one course. 
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Breakfast seminars, lectures by outstanding public figures, and visits to 
Congress, art gallaries, Mt. Vernon and Williamsburg are also planned. 

Applicants should be completing their junior year and have maintained at 
least a B average. For further information and application forms, write to:

GW STUDENTS TRAIN IN 
REHABILITATION COUNSELING 


For Sidney-Ann Sullivan, a woman partially blind, her new-found profession 
has been a key that has opened doors usually locked to disabled persons. 

For Robert Simon, a student who left a seminary after several years, his 
profession allows him to pursue a special interest in psychology and people. 

The new profession for Mrs. Sullivan and Mr. Simon is rehabilitation 

counseling. Both are students in a graduate program in rehabilitation counseling 
at George Washington University. 


The two-year program, directed by Dr. Daniel sinick, professor of education, 
is designed to equip students with knowledge and skill to assist persons who 

are disabled physically, mentally, emotionally or socially to assume or resume 
a proper place in society. 

It serves, partially, as a means of aiding the critical shortage of counselors 
required in many areas of rehabilitation, ranging from community to national 
levels. This shortage in the past has meant that many patients could not receive 
the proper counseling they needed. Now, however, with programs like the one at 
GW, the needs of rehabilitation centers and workshops, hospitals and halfway 
houses and other agencies are not only answered, but are filled by individuals 
specifically trained in counseling. 

The program at George Washington is a combination of coursework and field 
.ork - of theory and practice. Students work with clients in agencies from the 
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very beginning of their training. During the first semester, each student works 
one day a week in a particular agency. After several weeks, he moves to a new 
agency, thus broadening his experience. By the end of the first year, the student 
has sampled three different agencies. During the second year, he spends three 
full days a week in a fourth agency. 

Areas covered in the curriculum of the program--the second part of the 
training, are broad enough to provide the student with knowledge of medical and 
psychosocial aspects of disability, career development and client evaluation, 
individual and group counseling, use of community resources, and research in 
rehabilitation. 


Subject matter courses are supplemented by a series of seminars to integrate 
the varied experiences of the students. Both Mrs. Sullivan and Mr. Simon agree 
that sharing other students' problems has helped acquaint them with the needs of 
patients in agencies with which they have had little or no contact. 

Citing several incidents he has encountered in his field work, Mr. Simon 
described a man employed as a carpenter until he incurred a disability which 
forced him to give up his life-long occupation. 

"My job here was to explore, with my client, the areas of employment in 
which he could utilize skills he had acquired in carpentry," said Mr. Simon. 

The first steps in the counseling process, said Mr. Simon, are trying to 
instill in the individual the "desire to achieve." 

"In most cases," he said, "people would like to work, rather than live off 
society...We try to encourage our clients to do as much on their own as they 
possibly can," he added. 

There is more to the counselor's job, however, than convincing his client that 
he can achieve in a new profession or mode of living. In many cases, the problem 
lies with the society the client hopes to re-enter, for often, the "handicap" 

resides not in the person, but in his lack of acceptance by others.

INTERNIST JAMES J. FEFFER 
TO BECOME GW ASSOCIATE DEAN 

Dr. James J. Feffer, distinguished Washington physician and member of The 
George Washington University medical faculty, has been selected to become Associate 
Dean for Clinical Affairs of the Medical Center on July 1. 

A Clinical Professor and Chairman of the Section of Pulmonary Disease at GW, 
Dr. Feffer has been in private practice in Washington for more than 25 years. His 
new medical responsibilities will include the Hospital and University Clinic, both 
of which are in an extensive period of growth. Dr. Feffer's appointment is in line 
with the clinical expansion planned for GW's Medical Center that encompasses the 
Hospital, Clinic and School of Medicine. 

For the past 10 years. Dr. Feffer has been actively involved on a national 
level with the socio-economic problems of health care. As President of the 
American Society of Internal Medicine for 1967-1968, he has traveled more than 
50,000 miles lecturing in 20 states on the implementation of medicare and medicaid 
as well as comprehensive health planning and regional medical programs. 

GW's full time medical faculty is being developed as a Medical Center group 
practice. Renovation of the Keystone building at 22nd Street and Pennsylvania 
Avenue, N.W., will bring about the unique integration of 65 full time physicians' 
offices, treatment and procedure rooms, and teaching and conference areas. 

It is to this changing pattern of academic medicine that Dr. Feffer brings 
his considerable medical and administrative talents. His presidency of the ASIM

succeeded a six year term on its Board of Trustees. He is Chairman of the Southern 
Medical Association's Section on Medicine; a Diplomate of the American Board of 
Internal Medicine; Fellow of the American College of Physicians and of the American 
College of Chest Physicians; and Consultant in Pulmonary Disease to Children's

GWU WORKSHOP ON PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND 
RECREATION FOR THE MENTALLY RETARDED 

A workshop on physical education and recreation for the mentally 
retarded will he held at The George Washington University on Friday, 
April 5, 1968, from 9:00 a.m. to h:00 p.m. Sessions and demonstra¬ 
tions will be held in the Men's Gymnasium, 2010 H Stt., N. W. 

The workshop is sponsored by the university's Department of 
Physical Education in cooperation with its Department of Special 
Education and other agencies in the District of Columbia. 

Guidelines for the workshop were established at the Seminar 
series, cosponsored by the Joseph P. Kennedy Foundation and the 
Southern Regional Education Board last spring (1967) in Greensboro, 
North Carolina. 

The workshop is being funded by a grant from the Project on 
Recreation and Fitness for the Mentally Retarded, American Associa¬ 
tion of Health, Physical Education and Recreation.

groups in developing programs for the mentally retarded. 

"The Role of Physical Education and Recreation in the Curriculum 
for the Mentally Retarded" will be the subject of the keynote address 
by Dr. Perry Botwin, Professor of Special Education and Chairman of the 
department at George Washington.
